Were Picking Up Ice Gave. 


Jackson and the crew of a “special,” 
bound for Chicago, were picking up cars of 
lee from Armour & Co.'s icehouse. The cars 
were on the siding and the engine was doing 
much noisy switching. Two men ih a wagon | 
drove up Cedar avenue, the principal street 
in Round Lake, and stopped at the crossing 
because the train was stretched across the 
street, blocking their progress. 

They shouted from the wegon seat several 
times and with much emphasis. Then some 
more convincing language was shouted, but 
the engine was making so much noise that 
the train crew didn’t seem to hear. 

They say in Round Lake that freight trains 
usually keep that crossing closed anywhere 
from fifteen minutes to three-quarters of 
an hour.

Meniber of Committee raat Said Peary 
‘Reached Pole Thinks Rival Got Wo

Washington, D. C., Nov. 7. —[Spécial. 1— 
Séientists here today were discussing an in- 
‘fdtmal speech made last night by Rear Ad- 
miral Colby M. Chester, U. 8. N., retired, at 
the University club, in which he echaracter- 
iged Dr. Frederick A. Goek as @ faker and 
declared that Dr. Cook not only did not 
reach the north pole but did not get nearer 
than 564 miles from the pole. 

The importance of Admiral Chester’s ac- 

cusation lies not only in the fact that he 16

W. F. Daley, 2247 West Chicago 
avenue, the bridgetender, said he saw the 
figures of two persons struggling in the 
water. He threw them a life preserver, but 
without success. Jonas Greenbaum, 1848 
Grand avenue, Daley’s assistance, also saw 
the bodies. 

„We heard the crash and saw the car dis- 
appear,” said Daley. Within four or five 
minutes I saw two black spots come to the 
surface and then saw the white of the spray 
as they vainly struggled for shore. 

„The current sets in a little more swiftly 
between the Jackson boulevard bridge and 
the Van Buren street bridge and the bodies 
moved toward us swiftly. I saw skirts or 
heavy clothing floating on the water which 
made me believe that one of the two per- 
sons was a woman. 

I saw the other person plainly. It was 
aman. He seemed to be trying to swim 
with a burden. I think he was trying to 
save a child. As the bodies floated near the 
bridge we cried to them and threw them the 
life preservers which we have at the bridge 
for such emergencies. But neither of them 
seemed to comprehend. A minute and they 
disappeared in the darkness. I think both 
bodies sank as they reached the bridge.“ 


Hears Terrified Cries.

Inspector P. J. Lavin admitted there was 
only ond policeman to guard the bridge at 
night. He said also that he understood that 
there was no chain there. 

There was just one man on duty there, 
said the Inspector. In the daytime, while 
traffic is heavy, there are two, but at night, 
when traffic is light, one policeman has beén 
deemed enough. I understand there was no

The fireboat Illinolg was shot to the scene, 
and the firemen began to grapple for the 
automobile. Two lifeboats from the Illinois 
were sent down the river seeking for the 
bodies, which were reported to have been 
seen floating past the Van Buren street 
bridge.

Police Beat Back Crowds. 

When the lights went out the police beat 
back the crowds into Franklin street, permit- 
ting none at the bridge but the police, fire 
and health department men, and the news- 
paper representatives. 

After it had become evident that it was to 
be a long battle to drag up the wrecked ma- 
chine an alley was opened up across the 
bridge and the long line of automobiles, 
hacks, and mall wagons was permitted to 
worm across to the west side. 

Hacks and mail wagons. were fighting for 
a chance to get to the Union station in time 
to catch the midnight trains. The jam was 
terrific, but no accidents were reported. 


Officer Should Be on Guard. 

The city ordinance provides that a police- 
man shall be stationed at each end of al} 
bridges across the river, said fol. James 
Hamilton Lewis late at night. 

“I remember distinctly when the ordi- 
nance was passed that such was the provi- 
sion,” he said. I am almost certain that 
there never has been any change in this re- 
gard. 

“The ordinance was passed while I was 
corporation counsel, following the automo- 
bile accident at the Rush street bridge, in 
which fatalities occurred. The measure pro- 
vided for the showing of the warning word, 
Stop, in big letters, the ringing of a gong, 
and the posting of two policemen at each 
bridge when it was swung. 

“I am positive as to the provisions, and 
I am certainly unaware of any change made 
in the carefully drawn up measute.“ 


Council May Take Action. 

Ald, Charles M. Foell said that he did not 
recall whether the ordinance provided for 
two policemen at each bridge or not. 

I know there was a provision for police- 
men at bridges, he said, but I am not sure 
whether there were to be two or not.” 

The alderman forecast a council investiga- 
tion of the cause of the tragedy when he said: 

“The situation should be dealt with by 
some council action. I am not sufficiently 
acquainted with the conditions obtaining at 
the accident to comment upon it now. But 
if the conditions are dangerous, steps should 
be taken at once te provide proper safe- 


chain there day or night. Anyway, it is the 
business of the bridge people to supply a 
chain.“ 

Don't policemen put up and take down 
chains at some bridges? asked the reporter. 

Tes, when the chain is there, respond- 
ed the inspector. ‘“‘ However, I am going 
to investigate this.“ 


Pirk Police Not Responsible. 

Any accident of that kind happening at 
the bridge could sot be held against the 
south park police system, said J. Frank 
Foster, south park superintendent. 

Is not a policeman of the park police force 
detailed at the east end of the Jackon bou- 
levard bridge? was asked, 

“There is a policeman detailed to travel 
a beat extending east from the Jackson bou- 
levard bridge, but he is not detailed to remain 
at the bridge. There is a policeman detailed 
on a day beat and one at night. The one 
during the day travels from the bridge east 
to Franklin street. I don't know just how 
far east the night beat extends.“ 


OTHER DISASTERS RECALLED. 

Two previous accidents th Chicago of a 
character similar to that of last night are 

One was in 1904 and one was in 
1905. Both occurred at Rush stfeet bridge.

About a year ago Highshew, Het- 
ler alleged, had been too friendly with Mra, 
Hetler, and the irate husband red the 
arrest of his supposed rival on a charge of 
annoying the woman. The case was settled, 
but the arrest did little to add to the cor- 
diality of the relations between the two men 
and Hetler admitted today they had been 
as bitter enemies as ever up to the time of 
the murder. 


Suspect Freed by Police. 

As soon as Hetler was taken into custody 
he was driven to the scene of the murder 
and made to place his feet in the footprints 
left by the fleeing assassin. His ghoes were 
too small for the tracks and he was eet at 
liberty, although the police previously had 
“found that he had in his posgession @ re- 
volver which had been fired recently.

The audience at the Olympic last evening 
may have been a bit mystified about the 
ethical significance of Mr. Fagan‘s dissection 
of British politics and British journalism, 
but it gave decided evidence that it under- 
stood and enjoyed the dramatic way in which 
the operation was performed. The play. The 
Earth, is one of those unusual examples of 
dramaturgy which combine meaning and 
manner. It is of the moment, dealing with 
contemporary life and questions, and it 
shows that its young author has a readiness 
for dialogue, a keen dramatic sense of situ- 
ation, and the skill to manage those situa- 
tions so that each episode is unexpected. Even 
the most experienced playgoer may remain 
in doubt as to The Earth’s outcome until 
the final scene. 

‘Sir Felix Janion, an ambitious, able, and 
expedient journalist, the owner of eighty 
newspapers, is determined to kill a piece of 
revolutionary and socialistic legislation. He 
goes to the study of Sir Denzil Trevenna, the 
cabinet minister who inspired the bill, with 
information concerning a Maison between the 
statesman and the wife of the earl of Kil- 
lone, a dissolute Irish peer.

Nor is 
there reason to discount the intelligence that 
directs this machine, The scholarship, the 
faultiese taste displayed in the minute de- 
tails of every selection on yesterday's pro- 
gram, offer little chance for comment be- 
cause of their superiority, to the mechanical 
interpretations so generally heard. 

It is in this respect that Mr. Kreisler stands 
with few peers. Many may object that his 
recent consecration to the cause of the an- 
tiques is the decision of a reactionary. Not 
of necessity. So long as he can find the 
beauties in these forgotten masterpieces, Mr. 
Kreisler ts justi in his choice. So long 
as he can set out these beauties that—all 
may hear, he is deserving of the respect and 
response of all good and true music lovers.

President Taft holds that delays largely 
have nullified the effectiveness of the com- 
mission. Under the new recommendation 
the president will seek to establish a court 
of experts. When the interstate commerce 
commission holds that a rate is unreason- 
able this court may decide a reasonable 


rate without delay, with no appeal on the 


part of the railroads éxcept to the Supreme 
court. 


Safeguard Against Watering Stock. 

There also will be a recommendation in the 
message that the interstate commerce com- 
mission have supervisory power over the 
fasuing of stock and bonds by interstate 
railroads, this as a safeguard against the 
watering of stock. The president will rec- 
ommend that no interstate railroad after a 
certain date be allowed to own stock in any 
other railroad. 

As a further step in his program for clinch- 
ing the Roosevelt policies, Mr. Taft will sug- 
egest a reorganization of the bureau of cor- 
porations, the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, and the department of justice. The 
three under present conditions are constant- 
ly crossing each other's trails and duplicating 
each other’s work. The president will seek 
to bring order into.the present system. 

The president in all his speeches has made 
it clear, however, that the legitimate corpora- 
tions have nothing to fear from him, and that 
he proposes no campaign against them. His 
message will contain something reassuring 
along this line. : 


Narrow Scope.of Trust Act. 

The narrowing of the scope of the Sherman 
anti-trust law is another recommendation 
that will be charged with the poesibility of 
trouble in congress. Mr. Taft will recom- 
mend that its application be limited to com- 
binationg and conspiracies to suppress com- 
petition and establish monopolies. 

The president has acknowledged that such 
an amendment of the anti-trust act as he 
proposes will exempt boycotts from its op- 
eration. He will point out that he would be 
the last person to recommend special legisia- 
tion in favor of the labor unions, but that he 


-does not believe that congress intended orig- 


inally to include them in the operation of the 
law. The message will contain a tecom- 
mendation for legislation relating to the la- 
suing of injunctions. 

Several definite suggestions for the con- 
tinuance and extensi.o of the administra- 
tion’e conservation. and reclamation policy 
will be made.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 7.— [Special. 1 
Senator Shelby M. Cullom of Illinois ex- 
pressed the opinion today that the elimina- 
tion of the negro politically would mean the 
addition of the entire south to the strength 
of the Republican party. 

Senator Cullom was induced to discuss the 
situation below the Mason and Dixon line 
apropos the tour of President Taft in that 
region. 

„Now. mind you, Mr. Cullom said. I do 
not necessarily mean that I favor the total 
disfranchisement of the negro. In Illinois, 
for instance, we have a large negro vote, just 
as Ohio, Indiana, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
and New York have. But up in these com- 
munities it is a different proposition, There 
appears to be a distinction somewhere be- 
tween the two sections in this respect, and 
the northern colored man uses his ballot with 
wisdom and fairness. We are satisfied with

Blanks 
which when filed out will give to the council 
committee on finance full information con- 
cerning the reason for each of the thousands 
of estimates coming to its attention will be 
distributed to replace the inexact “ blanket ”’ 
estimate sheets that have been used in the 
past.

Expert Brought to Chicago. 

To insure that no advantage of the New 
York system be overlooked in its local in- 
stallation, Mr. Snow and Ald.

MR. TAFT’S GRATITUDE TO THE

Maurice Rouvier, who was prime minister of France 
in 1887 and again. in 1905, after the fall of Deicassé, 
has purchased the chateau of Chapuy, near Meluin, one 
of the most luxurious end magnificent country seats 
within motoring distance of Paris. This is held by 
many to constitute a sign that he has retired definitely 
from public affairs, although as long as he lives he is 
certain to be consulted by the leading men in France, in 
the world of politics and of finance, in all hours of dif- 
ficulty and of crisis. In fact, even his enemes—and 
they are legion—recognize him as one of the cleverest 
men of the France of today, and the respect which 
they entertain for his abilities is increased by his 
taciturn reserve and haughty manner. so utterly for- 
eign to the nature of the people of southern France, 
whence he hails. 

His career is of the strangest and commenced in the 
shop of a Marseilles bookseller, who employed him 
first as an errand boy and then as a drummer for the 
sale of books on the installment plan. o 

Subsequently he entered the service of a Greek mer- 
chant named Zafiopoula, who wirs established at Mar- 
gellles and engaged in the Russian grain trade. Rou- 
vier’s business took him to Constantinople, Odessa, 
Smyrna, Aletandria, and to other Mediterranean ports, 
and having acquired some wealth by speculation, in 
1869 he turned his attention to politics and devoted all 
his energies to obtaining the election of Gambetta as 
parliamentary representative of the city of Marseilles. 
For this he was rewarded on the fall of the empire in 
1870 by being appointed secretary general of the prefec- 
ture of the department of the Bouches-du- Rhone. The 
following year he himself was elected to the chamber 
of deputies. 

It was here he became acquainted with that n 
dinary and brilliant woman who afterwards became his 
first wife, and who at the time was representing one 
of the most important foreign European newspapers 
in Paris, more particularly on the political and social 
features of French metropolitan life. She was the 
natural daughter of the famous sculptor Cadiot. Her 
mother disappeared when she was scarcely 2 years 
old, and from that time forth her childhood was passed 
in the vicious atmosyhere of her father’s studio. 


— . 

At 15 she became deeply infatuated with the cele- 
brated Abbé Constant, one of the most eloquent and 
learned priests of the age. She took up her abode with 
him, and in 1860 their relations, which were of the 
most public and flagrant nature, terminated in a mar- 
riage. The latter aroused a great outcry at the time 
and led to the excommunication of the abbé, who 
thereupon assumed the name of Eliphas Levy and be- 
came the friend of Blanqul and Felix Pyat. Two years 
after her marriage, Mme. Hlwhas Levy deserted the 
man who hed sacrificed his brilllant prospects in the 
church for her sake, became à pupil and associate of 
the sculptor Pradier, under whose tuition she devel- 
oped into a talentel sculptress herself. She became 
the friend of the late duc de Morny, whose bust by her 

chisel 1@ one of the best plastic portraits in existence 
of that half brother of Napoleon III., with whom she 
was also brought into contact. 

After the overthrow of the empire and the seizure 
at the Tuileries of the secret papers and accounts of 
Napoleon, documents were found and published show- 
ing that she had for several years been in receipt of 

a regular allowance of $5,000 a year from his privy 
ee This ceased with his downfall, and she there- 
upon took to Iiterature, publishing several clever nov- 
els under the name of “Claude Vignon,” which she had 
used likewise for her sculptures, It was her success ) 
as a novelist which led her to turn her attention to 
newspaper writing, and she became the Paris corre- 
spondent of the great Brussels journal, the Independ- 
ence Belge.

Two years after making the acquaintance of Rouvier, 
the death of her former husband, the ex-priest, per- 
Mmitted her to wed that statesman, who meanwhile had 
become one of thé most influential members of the 
chamber of deputies and as Mme, Rouvier she became 

a conspicuous figute in French political life, especially 
sl Rouvier’s appointment as coloni@l minister in 
1881; after that minister of finance, and then premier. 
Mme. Rouvier died a decade ato and her funeral was 
attended by most of the members of the foreign dip- 
lomatic corps at Paris, among them the Nuncio, who 
“uring her husband’s terms of office frequently had 
been a guest at her table. 

Some years later Rouvier married Mile. Pommerul, 
and it was the jealousy which this second Mme. Row | 
er- socially ambitious w eloped with re- 
gard to Mme.

A definite sentencé 
for a crimina) is the height of folly. I do 
not claim all criminals can be absolutely 
cured, but a great improvemnt can be rea}- 
ed.

At the 
same time stocks here we not heavy, and 
unless cash prices shrink much more rela- 
tively, shorts might still find themselves in 
a difficult position. , 

Local Longs Dump Lines. 

Commission houses have been carrying 
heavy lines of December wheat, and many 
trader@ who were of the nion that the 
‘September deal might be duplicated on a 
larger scale were long also, while the short- 
age was not extensive. This made a weak 
technical position, and, once started on the 
downward road, prices melted before the 
moderate selling in short order. The larger 
commission houses and elevator interests 
were on the selling Side on the bulges, while 
there was practically no outside support of 
consequence. * . 

The domestic situation has assumed a 
much less bullish appearance than was the 
case a few weeksago. Instead of there being 
an insatiable demand for cash wheat at ab- 
normal premiums, mille-have liberal stocks 
in spite of the heavy output of flour, and 
arrivals of both the winter and spring mar- 
kets have been oman immense scale, the total 
primary movement being far tn excess of the 
same time a year ago. Cash premiums have 
melted rapidly at Kansas City and St. Louis, 
but have held comparatively firm in this 
market. Duluth has piled up enormous 
stocks and appears to be having difficulty 
in selling the wheat at remunerative prices. 


‘ Northwest Movement Is Heavy. 

Country offerings in the northwest have 
been liberal, but are falling ona Atte. The 
Minneapolis flour output is unusually heavy, 
although winter wheat millers are reporting 
an unsatisfactory volume of sales, with 
much difficulty in securiig shipping direc- 
tions. In the west and southwest farmers 
have practically stopped sélling on the de- 
cline, althoggh so far there has been iittle 
decrease in the volume of receipts. 

Seeding of winter wheat is stil) under way 
in some parts of the southwest and ‘iftie 
doubt remains that the area will be much 
larger than a year ago, with the condition 
higher than when the crop went into the 
winter in 1908. In some sections drought 
has interfered with seeding, but considering 
all things, the conditions have been un- 
usually favorable this fall. 


Argentine Crop Outlook Fine. 

Foreign news has been bearish. Late ca- 
bles from the Argentine indicate a liberal 
crop will be harvested, barring any untore- 
seen disasters from now om New crop La 
Plata wheat has been offered freely for for- 
ward shipment at lower prices, and Russian 
reports indicate continued liberal arrivals 
from the interior. Notwithstanding rumors 
to the effect that Ruseian shipments would 


tinues to export an enormous quantity of 
wheat, dispelling all anxiety om the part of 
European buyer Some estimates piace the 
exportable surplus of Kussia this season at 
200,000,000 bu.

Market Needs New Incentives,

The operation was successful in every wey.

Less Violent Fluctuations in Cotton at 
lose of Week. 
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[NEW, YORK TIMES. FINANCIAL LEADER! 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—[Special.)—The still 
unsettled state or the London and Berlin 
money markets continues to exert a depress- 
ing influence upon the financial gituetion as 
a Whole. It is to be regretted that the com- 
bined demends of crop moving and expand- 
ing trade, financed so thly as they 
have heen by our owa market and its 
present and course, should so largely 
depend upon the out e in London and 
perhaps Berlin, but the fact is undisputed. 

If the Bank of Germany should find it im- 
perative tomorrow to advance its discount 
rate to 6 per cent, its action undoubtedly 
will be followed by @ similar move on the 
part of the directors of the Bank of England. 
With exchange ruling at the gold export 
point and a comparatively modest working 
balance in the way of surplus reserves our 
money market promptly would harden again. 


British Politics a Factor. 

If the lords reject the budget and a gen- 
eral election ensues, the English govern- 
ment will have to borrow large amounts of 
money in the open market. The Bank of 
England naturally is compelled to keep 
strong. until the uncertainty in this respect 
is cleared up. So far the bank’s 5 per cent 
rate has been barely effective, but perhaps 
it has not had a fair trial, inasmuch as the 
heavy November payments in London 
‘worked against the efforts of the bank to 
strengthen its position. By Thursday of 
this week payments should return to bank- 
ing channels and it then will be possible for 
the directors to determine whether sufficient 
progress will be made without resort to 6 
per cent. 

In the meantime there is just enough un- 
certainty to promote caution ong our 
bankers in spite of the locally y posi- 
tion of affairs. So far as the money mark 
here is concerned the heaviestidemands from 
the interior appear to have passed, and 
gradual reduction of shipments may be 
looked for. A rate of 4 per cent on call money 
at this season of the year, with trade so 


active as it is, is a most satisfactory quota- 


tion, as is that of 4% per 
abouts on time loans. 


Curb on Cotton Trading.

Uncle Sam's Prise Dreadnought Main- 
tains Economical. Consumption of 
Coal on Twenty-Four Hour Run. 


Boston, Mass., Nov, 7.—Throughout the 
twenty-fourjhours of tts test at twelve knot 
speed, which was finished early today, the. 
North Dakota, the new. battleship of the 
Dreadnought type, maintained-an econom- 
ical consumption of coal and water.

But in doing 
so the North Dakota sacrificed one life— 
that of 16 year old John Souden of Quincy, 
who died at the Portsmouth naval hospital 
last night as the result of injuries received 
when a boiler tube split open on Friday.
